Although Belfast has a greater number 
of unemployed at present than any area in 
the United Kingdom, apart from South 
Wales, the Government is rearranging the 
amount of grants for distress relief, and 
reducing the grant for Belfast from 
£114,000 to £95,000. Presumably it is the 
desire of the Government to secure a more 
equitable distribution of such grants, but 
the net result is that they will save about 
£18,000 per annum. It was suggested by 
an apologist for the Government that the 
total rates collected in Northern Ireland 
was £1,951,808, and that the Government, 
to assist the ratepayers, had given grants 
amounting to~£1,904,305. Put in that 
form, it would appé@ar.as if the Govern- 
ment, by giving fifty-filty;. was excep- 
tionally generous. On examination, how- 
ever, it is discovered that the total rates 
collected in Belfast was £1,055,962, and 
the Government contribution is only 
£203,646, according to Alderman Duff, the 
chairman of the Finance Committee. 
There is no doubt that exceptional 
burdens are placed upon Belfast compare: 
with other districts. The irony of the 
whole business is that the Belfast Cor-

The Belfast Corporation has acted wisely 
in postponing for one month for further 
consideration the scheme for the direct 
recruitment of unskilled and semi-skilled 
labour for the various C ion Depart- 
ments.

R ESERVED judgment was delivered in a 


motion on behalf of Mr. Ernest E. 

Merrick, solicitor, 6 Stephen s Green,

The Taxing Master had reported that on 
his taxation he had had regard to the position 
of the clients as trustees, and to the fact 
that the costs, when ascertained, would be- 
come payable by them, as trustees, out of the 
funds, the subject of their trust. But the 
Taxing Master expressly stated that whether 
or not the clients acted upon, made use of, or

N application was made by Mr. Bacon 
A (instructed by Mr Gerald Jd. 
Hegarty) on behalf of William D. 
O'Neill, a merchant, of Castletownbere, Co. 
Cork, for a grant of letters of admmistra- 
tion of the estate of his brother. Michael 
O'Neill, late of San Francisco, supposed to 
be dead, as m the case of intestacy, and for 
liberty to state the death of Michael, not 
positively, but from information and belief 
Mr. Bacon said that the Free State assets 
of Michael O'Neill consisted of a farm held 
in fee-simple at Derrymihan, Castletownbere, 
and the next-of-kin were five brothers and 
one sister, in whose interest the applicant 
sought letters of administration. ‘lhe cir- 
cumstances of Michael O'Neill's life were 
rather peculiar, and there was a touch of 
romance in his history. He was born m 
Castletownbere in 1872, so that he would 
be 64 years of age, if he had lived. In 1904 
he emigrated to America, and for a while he 
worked in the copper mines in Butte, Mon- 
tana. In 1920 he went to San Francisco, 
where he had a cousin who was the superin- 
tendent of the jail, and whose name was also 
O'Neill. Here he started in the liquor busi- 
ness, at a tite when prohibition was in 
force in America. According to a letter from 
this cousin, Michael made some money at the 
business, and intended to come home to the 
“ranch,” as he called the farm at Derry- 
mihan. It was believed that he had between 
4,000 and 5,000 dollars saved. 


RELIEVED OF THE MONEY 


His cousin, said counsel. used to see him 
frequently, and on a date in 1921 he called to 
Michael's place as usual, only to find it 
closed. He made inquiries among the 
members of the Rebel Cork Association. who 
knew Michael very well as “ Mickey Free,” 
but he was unable to trace him. 
among the banks showed that in 
that year Michael had 
dollars from the Hibernian 
Francisco, and no other money could be 
traced. It was possible that the people with 
whom he was dealing in the illicit liquor 
business had relieved him of the money. That 
was the last time when it was known that 
Michael was alive, and all efforts to trace 
“m's tine advertisements and inquiries had 
ailed.

The Way Out 


It has been suggested that the present 
tangle in the finahcial relations between 
Northern Ireland and Great Britain 
might be unravelled by either Northern 
Ireland returning to Westminster or 
being granted Dominion status. 

But there is a third and simpler solu- 
tion, which would emphasise the essential 
unity of the United Kingdom in a com- 
mon fiscal and financial system. That is 
the pooling of Northern Ireland's re- 
served revenue, levied at Westminster, 
with the British revenue levied at the 
same time and in the same manner, and 
allocating Northern Ireland’s share upon 
a population basis. Any surplus over 
after Northern Ireland's cia "il has 
been disbursed on the same comparative 
standard as in the rest of the United 
Kingdom to be returned to the Central 
Exchequer at Westminster as Northern 
Ireland’s contribution. This would -solve 
all the difficulties and ensure to Northern 
Ireland what it was promised when the 
Northern Parliament was established— 
that Northern Ireland would not be 
called upon to bear any heavier bardens 
than if it had remained directly under 
the rule of Westminster, and no separate 
Parliament established. Early next year 
a new census will he taken in Northern 
Ireland. Is it too much to hope that this 
may be utilised to secure for Northern 
Ireland that financial equality which it 
should never have lost? Every credit 
must be given to the Northern Minister 
of Labour and Minister of Finance in 
securing a parity agreement with Great 
Britain in regard to the Unemployment 
Fund, but the very principle which made 
this possible—the unity of the United 
Kingdom — should ermit complete

A New Freeman 


The suggestion that the Belfast Corpora- 
tion should confer the freedom of the city 
upon General Sir Hubert Gough is one 
which will commend itself to the great 
majority of the citizens. 

It is the general opinion that Sir Hugh 
Gough has been very unjustly treated in 
connection with the overwhelming attack 
made on the Fifth Army, which he com- 
manded during the War, by the Germans 
in their last. great offensive in 1918. 
Nowhere \is this opinion held more 
strongly than in Northern Ireland, as the 
Ulster Division formed part of the Fifth 
Army, and the immense task imposed 
upon that Army without adequate sup- 
port is fully realised. Mr, Lloyd George 
recently wrote to Sir Hagh Gough: “ You 
were completely let down, and no General 
could have won that battle under the con- 
ditions in which you ‘were placed.” A 
similar tribute was paid by the German 
Chief of Staff many years after the con- 
flict. It is recognised by those who served 
in the Ulster Division that, notwithstand- 
ing the overwhelming force thrown against 
the Fifth Army, that it was the stubborn 
resistance which eventually brought the 
attack to a stand-still, prevented the 
Germans gaining their objective of divid- 
ing the British and French Armies, and 
prepared the way for the subsequent 
attacks which threw the German Armies 
out of France.’ 

A tardy and belated vindication has 
been civen to Sir Hubert Gough, and it is

LIMERICK MAN FINED

At Limerick District 
Edward P. Quin, “ Falcarragh,” Clancy 
Strand, Limerick, was fined £10, with £1 
10s. costs, when convicted of having cer- 
tain wireless telegraphy apparatus capable 
of being used for transmitting in his 
possession. The articles stated to have 
heen found in a bedroom in the defendant's 
house included: Medium wave oscillator, 
low frequency amplifier, carbon type 
microphone and short wave oscillator. 

Mr. J. 4. Power, State ®-licitor, who 
represented the Minister for Posts and 
Telegraphs, stated the defendant had no 
licence to keep the articles mentioned, 
which expert evidence would show were 
capable of transmitting messages. 

Fwidence of finding the.apparatus in the 
defendant’s house was given by Guard 
Lenihan, said that the defendant 
attempted to conceal a valve in his pocket. 
The apparatus was tested, and witness 
picked up the messages on an ordinary 
receiver. - 

Thomas P. Carroll, an official of the 
G.P.O.. Dublin, stated that he tested the 
apparatus and found it im perfect order 
for transmitting. 

The defendant stated that he had never 
nsed the apparatus for broadcasting, and 
only had it for testing recciving sets. 
The appatatus had never been connected 
up, and the parts found in his house could 
be bought in anv shon. 

In reply to Mr. Power, the defendant 
said he had heard of legal broadcasting 
in Limerick. He tried to hide the valve 
berause he wanted to sell it. 

Imposing the maximum penalty, Dis 
trict Justice Flood said that Limerick had 
gained a unique reputation in the matter 
of illicit broadcasting, some of which had 
caused pain and annoyance to the citizens.

A GREAT many members attended at

Mr. Winston Churchill repeated the 
question he put on Thursday. ‘ Can the 
Prime Minister give an assurance that no 
irrevocable step will be taken before a 
statement is made to the House”’ 

The Prime Minister again replied that 
he had nothing to add to. what he said 
yesterday. 

Sir William Davison—Can the Prime 
Minister say whether he hopes to make a 
statement later in the sitting of the House 
to-day, as it is very desirable that there 
should be a statement’made at the earliest 
possible moment? 

The Prime Minister—No, sir. I am 
afraid I cannot add anything to what i 
have said. 

Mr. Tinker (Labour)—Can he give any 
indication as to when a statement will be 
made—whether it will be on Monday, 
Tuesday or Wednesday—as everybody is 
anxious to have something definite. 

The Prime Minister—I fully realise the 
anxiety, but I regret I can say nothing 
more. 

The House then proceeded with its ordi- 
nary business and became comparatively 
empty. At about 3.30 it began. to fill 
again, an indication that a further state- 
ment was expected. When Mr. Baldwin 
entered from behind the Speaker’s chair 
he was received with loud cheers from all 
parts of the House.

King’s marriage, I think it would be 
advisable for me to make a statement. — 

‘‘ Suggestions have appeared in certain 
organs of the Press of yesterday, and 
again to-day, that if the King decided to 
marry, his wife need not become Queen. 
These ideas are without any constitu- 
tional foundation. There is no such | 
thing as what is called a morganatic mar- | 
mage known to our law. The Royal’ 
Marriages Act of 1772 has no application 
to the Sovereign himself. Its only effect 
is that the marriage of any other member 
of the Royal Family is null and void 
unless the Sovereign’s consent, dé@clared 
under the Great Serl, is first obtained. 


This Act, therefore, has nothing to do 
with the present case. 
“ The King himself requires no consent 


from any other authority to make his 
marriage legal; but, as I have said, the 
lady whom he marries, by the fact of her 
marriage to the King, necessarily becomes 
Queen. She herself, therefore, enjoys all 
the status, rights and privileges which, 
both by positive law and by custom, 
attach to that position, and with which 
we are familiar in the cases of Her Late 
Majesty Queen Alexandra and Her 
Majesty Queen Mary, and her children 
would be in the direct line of succession 
to the Throne. 

“ The only possible way in which this 
result could be avoided would be by legis- 
lation dealing with a particular case 
His Majesty’s Government are not pre- 
pared to introduce such legislation. (Loud 
and prolonged cheers. ) 

“ Moreover, the matters to be dealt 
with! are of common concern to the 
Commonwealth as a whole, and such a 
change could not be effected without the 
assent of all the Dominions. 

“I am satisfied from inquiries I have 
made that this assent would not be forth- 
coming. 

“I have felt it right to make this 
statement before the House adjourns to- 
day, in order to remove a widespread 
misunderstanding.
